LACK OF EX PERIEN CED fire 
personnel on duty at the time the 
blaze broke out was reportedly a 
topic with F ire Chief Bill Leonesio 
and F ire M arshall W arren H eath 
adm itting that they only had five 
men on duty when the fire call 
was received by the police d ep art­ 
m ent at 9:55. The balance of the 
departm ent wa* on vacation or off 
duty. 
T h i, cam e as a shock to m em ­ 
bers of the council who only a little 
over a month ago had approved 
a new personnel setup for the fire 
departm ent which would a l l o w 
Chief Leonesio to drop man hours 
from 72 hours a week to «6.

1 and Oct. 31.

Government Control of Steel 


Industry Looms A s Strike Result 
That the present steel strike, expect­ 
ed to be the longest and most costly In 
the history of the industry, may be the 
last is becoming almost a certainty in 
view of legislation for governmental 
control now being strongly supported in 
Congress. 
The plan proposed and most likely to 
be adopted is patterned after the Rail­ 
way Labor Act which effectively ended 
a series of paralyzing nation-wide 
strikes many years ago by the require­ 
ment of compulsory mediation and ar­ 
bitration of labor disputes under gov­ 
ernmental direction and authorization 
to effect settlements. 
Like the railroads, the steel industry 
constitutes one of the basic nationwide 
necessities in which any suspension of 
operation adversely affects many other 
industries and commerce generally. 
Stoppages due to shutdowns are so 
great that both the public interest and 
the national welfare are seriously 
harmed as a result. 
The Railway Labor Act has been an 
outstanding s u c c e s s In preventing 
strikes and at the same time satisfac­ 
torily settling the many difficult indus­ 
try-labor problems. The public and the 


natiop have benefitted greatly by 
avoiding the costly rail tieups and 
through the uninterrupted transporta­ 
tion service resulting at all times. 
With 500,000 workers in the steel in­ 
dustry and almost ten times that num­ 
ber in allied and dependent trades and 
businesses forced out of their jobs when 
steel mills shut down, there is no ques­ 
tion of the situation being sufficiently 
serious for governmental intervention 
to protect the public and national in­ 
terest. 
Also, with an estimated 550,000,000 
to be paid out by the government to 
those unemployed because of the steel 
strike, the taxpayers and federal treas­ 
ury would save large sums by assuming 
control of the industry and preventing 
recurrent strikes. 
What with the vital necessity of con­ 
tinuous steel production for national 
defense and the cold war contest for 
world commerce, there Is added an ur­ 
gent reason for governmental control. 
The public has every right to expect 
and is looking for Congress to take the 
necessary steps to place the steel indus­ 
try under control of the government 
and guarantee peaceful, uninterrupted 
operation and production in the future.

It takes time — Rome wasn't 
built in a day—but shortly after 
the first of the new year, that 
long-discussed direct access to 
the Civic Center will be in op­ 
erations according to an article 
noted in The Desert Sun. 
THAT DIRECT LINK between 
city offices and other city de­ 
partments and the downtown 
area has been a big need here 
for more than a decade.

It was first proposed when the 
city hall moved into an old 
Armj’ building on the airport site 
and that was long ago. 
It was strongly supported by 
Villagers in a bond election. 
And soon it will be a reality. 
POLICE CARS braved the

With all of the city offices and 
departments concentrated there, 
the short cut route became a 
greater need. 
When it is completed it will 
save individuals s mile eacn 
way from downtown to the Gvic 
Center and when you figure the 
number of individuals making 
the trip, that’s a lot of miles. 
RESIDES, that straight rim 
from Indian Avenue across Sec­ 
tion 14 to the Gvic Center will 
eliminate the hassle of Indian 
Avenue traffic, the scrambles at 
the intersections of Ramon and 
Indian and Sunrise and Indian 
with their four-way stops, dent­ 
ed fenders and frayed tempers. 
That new thoroughfare will 
eliminate on# of our greatest 
needs. 
INCIDENTALLY, in connec­ 
tion with this new thoroughfare, 
on hand is a letter from Thad 
Graham. 1375 Buena Vista Drive. 
Mr. Graham writes: 
"I read in The Desert Sun that 
naming of the new street through 
Section 14 connecting McCallum 
Way and Tahquitz Drive is still 
an hurdle to be leaped by City 
Council. 
"How about naming it Agua 
Caliente Avenue?" 
THAT SUGGESTION, I thrift, 
is an appropriate one. 
It doesn't duplicate any exot­ 
in* street names, according to 
a check of the city street maps 
And what does it matter if 
the one important street has 
three different names in its al­ 
most straight route?

We had lunch with Miss Lopp 
yesterday m the dining room of 
the Hotel Ukraina. 
SHE IS 19 AND is a junior at 
Wellesley College. 
She is blonde, 5 feet, 6 inches, 
weighs 120 and is trying to get 
down to 18. She has a "wiffle" 
haircut—that is the word, "wif­ 
fle." She wears a lipstick called 
' Painting the Town Pink.' 
Talk about your intimate re­ 
porting! 
Last night she was at an Azer­ 
baijan restaurant and a man 
came up to her and said: 
"Are you a Moslem?’ 
Debbie said she was not. 
THE MAN SAID seriously: 

If you were a 
Moslem, 1 would give 50 cows 
for you. That is what you are 
worth to me—50 cows!” 
Debbie wav surprised but, I 
think, flattered at that. Nobody 
had ever appraised her in terms 
of cows before.
